Kite  photographs  may  be  used  to  ad¬ 
vantage  in  surveying,  especially  in 
rough  and  not  easily  accessible  country, 
and  might  not  explorers  also,  by  the 
use  of  kite  pictures,  be  able  to  choose 
beforehand  the  best  routes  over  un¬ 
known  mountain  ranges  and  through 
yet  nntragked  jungles,  aud  by  this 
means  make  accurate  detailed  maps  of 
wide  districts  that  now  must  remain 
largely  terra  incognita?  An  aerial  pho¬ 
tograph  would  supply  an  accurate  per-

"Eggs  should  not  be  boiled  at  all," 
writes  Mrs  8.  T.  Rorer  in  The  Ladies’ 
Hcirae  Journal.  "Allow  four  eggs  to 
each  quart  of  bailing  water.  Put  the 
water  in  a  kettle  first,  then  carefully 
with  a  spoon  drop  in  the  eggs,  cover  the 
saucepan  aud  keep  it  where  the  water 
will  remain  at  (80  degjjees  F.  for  five 
minutes.  The  whites  will  be  slightly 
coagulated  aud  in  a  creamy  condition. 
The  yolks,  cooking  at  a  lower  tempera¬ 
ture,  will  be  slightly  congealed.  If  the 
water  boils,  the  whites  will  be  hard¬ 
ened  and  rendered  ‘indigestible.  If  the 
quantity  of  water  is  lessened  or  the 
uumU  r  of  eggs  Increased,  a  longer  time 
must  be  allowed, -or  the  water  kept  at 
a  little  higher  temperature,  say  185  de¬ 
grees  F. ,  but  the  former  proportions  are 
much  better.  ”
